How the data of your deceased family members (regardless of religious belief or

‘It’s all about family. FamilySearch is a nonprofit family history organization dedicated to 
connecting families across generations. FamilySearch believes that families bring joy and meaning 
to life.’ 

The website claims that all information is owned or licensed by the mormon church . .. 

I doubt that the entire planet: Atheist, Baptist, Christian, Catholic, Jewish, Orthodox, Protestant, 
Reformed, Muslim, Buddhist and other religious or non-religious people would consent to giving 
their deceased family members’ data and private certificates to a notorious mormon church , 
registered in Utah, USA, well-known for illegal and unethical activities (tax evasion, sex abuse etc.) 

Apparently the net worth of the mormon church is $100 billion. 

‘If confirmed, the $100 billion net worth would exceed the combined net worths of the world’s 
largest university endowment (Hazard University) and the world’s largest philanthropic foundation 
(Gates Foundation). ’ 

I do not know yet how this data is used in reality or whom it is sold to. 

There is NO such thing as a free product. When a product is free, YOU are the product. 

It is well-known that Google, Facebook and similar companies sell consumer’s data and 
photographs to third parties. (All pictures uploaded on Facebook and similar websites are sold to 
Chinese AI and other companies, which is a TRILLION dollar business.) 

The data on FamilySearch is often illegally inserted, corrected by unrelated family members, 
volunteers or authorities who do not have permission from the family. 

I am also interested to find out how these authorities worldwide are providing freely data to the 
mormons without the families’ consent.

I found my grandfather’s data and my grandmother’s original birth certificate on the mormon 
church website (now the mormon church - illegally and without consent - owns my grandparents 
data and certificates).
